unturned in th e ir efforts to wipe all 
the saloons out of W ay ne tow nship. 
They are not resorting to trickery of 
any description b ut the little cards are 
being signed freely , in the presence 
of tw o 
w itnesses, w ho also attach 
th eir signatures to the rem onstrance 
together w ith the , location, show ing 
w here such signaures w ere obtained. 
M any people are fearing th at tronble 
w ill follow if the rem onstrance is suc­ 
cessful. 
Several y ears^ ago a b itte r 
w ar was waged by the saloon elem ent 
and m any depredations were com m it­ 
ted, such as blow ing up churches, 
firing residences, assaulting 
private 
citizens, etc. 
All of these depreda­ 
tions were supposed to be com m itted 
at the instig ation of the saloon ele­ 
m ent and a y oung m an was finally a r ­ 
rested.

If the saloonists attem p t to fight 
the rem onstrance they m ust put up 
bond to cover the costs, and any way 
as the fight is figured the tem perance 
people have the best of it.

W ithout warning, the lion appeared 
from behind one of the buildings and 
with a roar sprang for Mrs. Hucke, 
who was nearest to him.
